You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said Sullivan 
on Tuesday, the tenth day of March, next, at nine of the clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing.

7. To see if the town will vote to raise money for Memorial 
Day, or take any action relating thereto. 
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8. Tosee if the town will authorize the selectmen to borrow 
money on the credit of the town in anticipation of taxes. 


9. To see if the town will vote to help stamp out the white 
pine blister disease and raise money for the same or take any action 
thereto. 


10. ‘To see what sum of money the town will raise for removal 
of snow from the highway. | 


11. To see if the town will vote to purchase some snow 
fence and raise money for the same. 


12. To see if the town will vote to raise or appropriate 
money for Old Home Day, or take any action relating thereto. 


13. To see if the town will vote to paint the Town Hall, and 
to raise or appropriate money for the same, or take any action 
relating thereto. 


15. To hear the reports of agents, auditors or committecs 
heretofore chosen, or take any action thereon. 


16. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.
